I note that the contract with the 
sculptor for the Callaudet Statue re- 
quires it to be of heroic size. Heroic 
size means of gigantic stature. Gal- 

laudet w as not a large man physically 

hut he was great in heart and soul in 
liberality and manliness. llis work 
was not of that kind, which requires a 
huge commanding presence for its 

success, hut the unfolding intelligence 
of the benighted and aelplec 

work more of the heart than of the 
head and more of the brain than of 
the body, A figure of heroic size will 
not represent these qualities better 
than a life sized statue would. In a 
life sized statue, the artist is more 
likely to portray the finer lineaments 
of that nohle, kindly face — to make it 
appear natural, real, .as if (iallaudet 
actually stood before us in person. 
The finest ctfeet in art is exhibited in 
naturalness— in idealizing the real 
m catching and living in a moment 
the many varying and licet ing expres- 
sions of the countenance in one un- 
changing characteristic expression. 
There are too many public statues of 
monstrous proportions which do not 
portray this. They lack feeling and 
expression ami resemblance to the 

original, which they arc intended to 
repre sent. 

The Creeks and the Homans SOUght 
to realize and generalize the ideal of 
what ought to he, and their tinesl 
works of art are life-sized. We seek 
to perpetuate the real, as it actually 
was. We want Callaudct's features, 
expressions, size, dress ami appear- 
ance as he lived and taught, and we 
want caught in the statue pupil's eves 
that sudden light of dawning intel- 
ligence which will he to every observ- 
er the instinctive proof of the success 
of Callaudct's efforts. A statue o( 
heroic size may he more imposing to 
the uninitiated, hut it will not have 
so tine, nor so deep, nor so lasting an 
effect upon the intelligently inipres- 
sionalilc. as one of the natural size, 
alive with thought, feeling and ex- 
pression. 

With regard lo holding the con- 
vention and the unveiling of the 
statue, September seems preferable 
to June, In June, the teachers are 
tired out w ith their year's w»rk and 
need rest, the business man wants to 
escape from the heat and dust of the 
city, and the farmer is busiest with 

preparations for harvesting his vari- 
ous corps. The first or second week 
in September, the students are return- 
ing to College, ami vacation ib about 

ended- -all are rested, and then, if ever: 
the farmer has leisure for a week's 
vacation. The agricultural fairs are 
held at thai time with this well-known 
fact in view. Then, too, the heat o( 
summer has become tempered, and the 
■scenery everywhere is approaching 
its grandest. The railroads allow 
cheaper rates and greater privileges, 
than those at other times. It seems, 
all things- considered, that it would 

inconvenience fewer and aooommodate 

more at that date than any other.

Ilnhlirl, the lii'si superintendent of 
Mir school, was Mr. Willard's brother- 
in-law, lie having married the latter's 
sister, who is still living in this oity. 
Mr. Willard taughl here from 1881 to 
is 1 1, when In' resigned and went to 
[ndianapolis. There be founded the 
Indiana institution for the Deaf. He 

tr a \ i'|i' I all Over tiic stale on h 

baok in search of pupils, soliciting aid 
ami arousing public interest, in behalf 
of the deaf. By the aid of a small 
appropriation from the stale and con- 
tributions from the parents of some of 

the pupils, he succeeded in starting 

the school Which lias since grown to 

its present proportions from his small 

ginning. Bui he was not long to 

enjoy the I'niil. of his lahors, for, no 
sooner was the school established lip- 
on a linn fonndal ion, than a hearing 
man, as is usually the case, stepped in, 

pushed .Mi-. Willard aside t<> a sub- 
ordinate position, and reaped the 
fruit of his toil and labor, Mr. Wil- 
lard conl imii'd lo he a leacher In ihe 
liil it Hi ion he had founded until I 86 I, 
when he retired. lie Has a shrewd 

business man, and at the time of his 
death was in possession of a oomfort 

aide fortune, the result of judicious 

puroha ies of real estate, when Indian 
apoli v. a . in its infamy , and which 
increased greatly in value. 

In 1880, he was married lo Miss Eliza 

Young, a graduate of this Institution, 
They had ;.i\ children, four of whom, 
daughters, are now living, lie was 
horn in Brattleboro, Vermont, in 

ISO!). lie was educated al the Hail 
ford School, and if 1 am not mistaken 
taught for a lime a private school 

somewhere in New York. 

Mr. Mad... of ( lincinhati, has intro- 
duced a hill in the Stale Senale to 

establish schools for deaf-mute chil- 
dren in the ( 'ity School Districts of 
< 'iiicinuati and < 'leveland. It provides 

that ihe Boards of Education shall 
have power to establish one or more 

schools for the instruction of deaf- 
mute children by the oral method, or 
by sign manual methods, or by both, 

and the schools so established shall he 

free I.. mnli' children, between (he 
of five and fifteen years, residents 
of the dist rict. 

To establish such schools an appro- 
priation of one hundred dollars per 

pupil, in daily attendance, is to he 

made from the State Treasury out of 
any money not otherwise appropriat 

ed ; and il is made the duly of Ihe 
Board of Education to report to the 

Auditor of Slate, oil (Tr before the 

first day of .inly, ihe number of pupils 
in attendance, etc, A similar hill 

has heeii introduced in the House. 

This is a movement in ihe right 

direction. An effort was made a few- 
years ago, for several years In Succes- 
sion, to have a similar hill |.;i 

The project got far enough to have a 

committee appointed to select a site, 
lint it failed, for, though Siiperinlen
